P. Chase, 24; John H. Hougen, 21 ; Oscar A. Swenson, 12; Julius A 
Schmahl, I I ; Stafford King, 4 ; Charles Z. Elmcjuist, 3 ; N. J. Holm- 
berg, frank Hague and L. A. Rossman, 2 eacii. Single scattering votes 
were given to Mike Holm, Chris Roscnmeier, Gunnar B. Bjornson, 
Henry N. Benson, F. E. Murphy* Frank March and H. II. Westerman. 
While the poll does not represent any significant forecast of 
election possibilities because of Brown’s overwhelming choice, it 
makes the race rather interesting becaus eof the closely indicated pop­ 
ularity of other candidates including King and Hougen. 
Former Gov­ 
ernor Christianson was also given an encouraging vote of confidence 
topping the list of those trailing Brown. 
Who the state convention decides upon is a matter of con­ 
jecture and even ranking Republicans are in a quandry as to the pos­ 
sible survivor. 


POETRY’S FUTURE— 


Stephen Vincent Benet, the brilliant young poet wFiose ’’John 
Brown’s Body” was such a success a few years ago, is not one of those 
young innovators who believe that the modern world will have little 
use for poetry. 
There are critics who feel that a mechanized world is not a 
world in which people will care either to read or to write poetry. 
But 
M. Benet disagrees; the moon, he says, is still the moon, whether it 
rises over the mountain of ancient Greece or the skyscraper of some 
American city. 
“ There seems to be a need in human nature,” he remarks, 
“ which is not wholly satistied by the bare statement of facts. 
Poetry 
canenter directly into a man’s mind while prose is still taking off its 
overshoes and knocking at the door.” 
Now this, of course, is something with which all poetry-lovers 
will agree instantly; and, when you stop to think about it, it is rather 
odd that we should have reached a point at which our need for poetry 
should even be called into question. 
Poetry, to be sure, butters no parsnips. 
Poets seldom make 
any money out of their calling; the reading of poetry seldom fitted 
any man for the better performance of the supposedly useful tasks 
of the world. 
But it is precisely because it is useless that poetry satisfies 
such a great need in our hearts. 
Most of us get more than enough of solid utilitarian things 
during the daily routine of tasks that must be done. 
When the day 
ends we need to escape; we need to get out of our three-dimentiona 
world into a magic land where the hard taskmasters of every day can­ 
not pursue us, and where we can revel in the realm of what ought to 
be in place of the realm of actuality. 
There are various ways of escape. 
Some people find theirs in 
music, others get it in painting— and still others find it in poetry. But 
no matter which way you choose, once you have found it no one can 
ever take it away from you. 
[.very wistful desire or tragic yearning you ever felt has been 
expressed for you, somewhere, by some poet or other, and every high 
dream you ever had has been given shape in verse at one time or an- 
I inci the right verses, and you arc free. 
Your cell will never 
1 sealed too lightly.

These 
people cannot get back to better days 
until conditions get better. 


The third class are artisans, arc h i­ 
tects, contractors, builders, mechanics, 
machinists, factory and mill hands an d 
also day laborers. 
These men ar e the 
w orkers who carn their m oney w ith 
their hands. 
They are subject to the 
laws of supply and 
dem and. 
They 
have borne the b ru n t of the depres­ 
sion. 
It is a trem endous load w hich 
this class is car rying. 
M any of th em 
have been idle for some time or are 
on p art time. 


The middle class comes between the 
two classes nam ed. 
They are on sal­ 
aries. 
They are the great arm y of the 
middle class - usually not people of 
great influence. 
Yet their incomes are 
guaranteed by virtue of their occupa­ 
tion. 
They arc public servants, gov­ 
ernm ent employes, justices, excutives, 
policemen, 
firemen, 
teachers, 
clerks 
and secretaries whoso incomes ate de­ 
rived from public taxation. 


The middle class has gone serenely (rn 
through the depression, enjoying full 
time, full pay, and constant reduction 
in the cost of their living while the 
two classes have m ade possible th eir 
incomes.

classes. 
Public service m ust be ren ­ 
dered, but the individuals of the other j
